1ERS WILL SPRAY 


FOR BLACK SCALE 


The Covina Citrus association, which 


handles fumigating for its members, 
will begin fumigation about the fif- 
teenth of this month, according to the 
statement made this week. 


The association will fumigate about 


fifteen hundred acres, and it is expect- 
ed that the work will be equally divid- 
ed between the use of liquid gas and 
the cyanofuiner. This is based on the 
'choice of the rancher. Officials of the 
association say that the efficacy of the 
liquid gas seems to rest with weather 
conditions, and that they are inclined 
to think that poor results are not due to 
poor quality of the material. The asso- 
ciation has a very' high class of work- 
manship in this department, and it is 
expected that with the new form of ap- 
plicator to be used there will be more 
uniform results in the use of the liquid.

VALENCIA PRICES ARE 


STRONGER THIS MONTH 


Starting the season for extra choice 
alencias at $5.75, dropping for a per- 
od to $4.25, aud then mounting to 
>6.75 this last week, the Covina Fruit 
xchange, through Manager W. M. 
Jriswold, announces that the season haa 
been very satisfactory in price for this 
summer crop. 


The valencias are on a strong rising 


market p.\ the present time, but a slump 
is anticipated :in the latter part of this 
month, although every attempt is be- 
ing made to distribute the cars and 
the amount in, such a way as to keep 
the market from declining. August has 
always been, the difficult month, in 
•which, to maintain, prices. September 


estimate of the Valencia crop to be han- 
dled by the Covina Exchange this year, 
and of' this, four hundred twenty cars 
are yet to be moved. The local nouses. 
connected with the Exchange are pack- 
ing slowly at present, in order to sus- 
tain the high market. 
The fruit is 


hanging on the trees in a satisfactory 
way, there being some dropping in 
groves that the badly covered with 
scale. Where groves are clean the fruit 
has every indication of remaining in 
good shape until th«- latter part of the 
season.

CAMP IS STILL KEEN 


Henry O. Mace of Charter Oak, who 


has been the local agent for the Victory 
spray for several years, said this week 
that ninety-four tons of the material 
had already been delivered in the val- 
ley to ranchers who will use this method 
of controlling the black scale. 


Mr. Mace said that the ideal time for 


spraying is right now, and that many 
ranchers who received a good clean-up 
of scale from this method last year 
would begin spraying during the com- 
ing week. He said that he had received 
very satisfactory statements from sev- 
eral large ranchers in the immediate 
Covina and Charter Oak district con- 
cerning the manner in which the spray 
had controlled the black scale, and that 
packing house managers had also stated 
the spray had proved efficient last year. 
'' The spray material has been the 


biggest handicap of all methods in do- 
ing its work in this valley," said Mr. 
Mace. 
Some ranchers have allowed 


their groves to get in very bad shape 
because of poor fumigation or because 
of no fumigating or spraying, and the 
problem is then put up ~fo the spray 
man to solve. Immediate clean-ups are 
>not always possible under such condi- 
tions. But where the spray has been 
given a real chance it has shown satis- 
faction." 


Mr. Mace said that some ranchers 


were using one application of the 
spray, following it by fumigation, and

Liquid Gas, Cyanofumer or 


Old Pot System—Which? 


; 
By R. S. Woglum, in 


Last year there was considerable agi- 


tation at the beginning of the fumiga- 
tion season over changing back from 
liquid gas to cyanofumer or pots. How- 
ever, when the season got under way 
it was found that the Growers Fumiga- 
tion and Supply Company of Pomona 
was the only large concern that was 
not using liquid gas exclusively, and 
this company used both eyauot'umer 
and liquid gas throughout the season, 
starting each night with the liquid gas 
method but changing over to cyanofum- 
er as the temperature fell below 60 
degrees or thereabouts. A few other 
fumigators used the cyanofumers dur- 
ing the winter. 


The present year there has been an 


unmistakable movement over a consid- 
erable area to change back from the 
liquid to the pot or eyanofumer method. 
This movement centers probably in the 
Covina-Pomona valley. Other districts 
are less affected. 
Present indications, 


as based on information furnished by 
such well known fumigators as Wyman. 
Stowell, Lane, Platt, La Follette and 
others operating about 50 outfits, are 
that fully 50 per cent of the growers 
in that district are demanding pots or 
eyanofumers this season. The fact that 
this contemplated change centers in the 
district which has long been foremost 
in magnitude of operations causes not 
a few growers in all parts of California 
to question the desirability of contin- 
uing with the liquid gas method of 
fumigating. 


But why this demand for 'a changeJ 


California Cultivator. 
The compelling reasons which lead in- 
telligent growers back to former meth- 
ods are plainly apparent if you would 
picture yourself a grower in that valley 
who fumigated two years ago with poor 
results, and again last year without 
commercial control of the scale, and 


j possibly have neighbors who fumigated 
not. once, but twice, last year and still 
have too much scale left for the good 
of the trees. When these same growers 
look back ten years and recall effective 
scale control by pot fumigation, some- 
times necessary only every other year, 
and realize that their recent failures 
have been most conspicuous since liquid 
gas has been widely used, it is entirely 
reasonable for them to question the 
value of this recent innovation as com- 
pared to former methods. The success- 
ful grower builds upon facts and facts 
only and the scale on his trees and con- 
tinued smutty or scaly fruit are to him 
concrete evidence of failing fumigation. 


It seems to me that the time is ripe 


to lay all the cards bearing on this 
uncertain problem on the table, look 
them straight in the face and then try 
to see where the joker falls.

The red 
scale in certain sections of Riverside 
county and in Orange county are be- 
coming very difficult to control by fumi- 
gation. 
And the results against the 


black scale in certain of the eastern 
nterior citrus_ sections of Los Angeles 
ounty are highly 
unsatisfactory 
in 


pite of high dosage used. 
Further- 


lore this area of unsuccessful black 
cale control appears to be extending 
oth eastward and westward from the 
riginal center.

Let me cite one ex- 
ample typical of these results: Nine 
full days were spent in this particular 
orchard by Mr. Rounds and myself 
inspecting the kill against the purple 
scale fumigation at temperatures of 60 
to 66 degrees Fahrenheit. The liquid 
gas showed all insects kill and 95 per 
cent of the scale with all oggs killed, 
whereas with the pots and the same 
schedule a few insects remained alive 
and only 75 per cent of tho scale had 
all eggs killed; in short, only five per 
cent of scale treated with liquid hac 
any cggs come through living, whereas 
25 per cent of the scale treated with 
pots had some eggs escape. 


It should be emphasized that these 


superior results with liquid gas were 
secured at warm temperatures. When 
work was done in damp, cold winter 
weather the results were less satis- 
factory with the liquid than with other 
methods. 


Now you recall the good results so- 


cured years ago with pots. 
But it 


should be recalled that the very ef- 
fective results with pots in those days 
were secured with potassium cyanide 
when the total expulsion of gas oc- 
curred in two or three minutes. With 
sodium cyanide, which we now use, 
and which is alone available, the gas 
generation in pots continues over a 
period of 10 to 20 minutes, and in the 
light of the gas diffusion studies re- 
cently made by Dr. M. J. Brown of 
the Pacific R & H Company and Mr. 
J. D. Neuls, that the rapid diffusion 
and concentration of gas during the 
first few minutes of exposure has a 
very important bearing 
on 
effective 


scale kill, there is presented a reason 
for not expecting as good results with 
sodium cyanide as with potassium .cy- 
anide in pots. And doubtless many of 
yo urecall the frequent complaint of 
poor results in the case of small trees 
when cyanegg was used in pot work. 
When machine generation was intro- 
duced it was heartily welcomed and 
considered a step in advance over the 
pot method with sodium cyanide. 


When wo review the outspoken ex- 


perience of fumigators toward the pot 
method it is reasonable to feel that 
this method with sodium cyanide has 
had its funeral. It can be resurrected 
from the graveyard and will be in 
not a few cases, but after this season 
is over and further critical evidence 
accumulates, my own experience loads 
me to feel that the system is quite 
likely to then be definitely embalmed. 


THE COVINA VALLEY. 


Now the problem of unsuccessful fu 


nugation in the eovina-Pomona valley 
can .scarcely be attributable entirely 
to liquid gas. 
There have been fail- 


ures, to be sure, and not a few either 
duo to some fault of the liquid sys- 
tem, 
o;- to careless operation, but the 


chief cause for poor results appears 
to be an increased resistance to fu- 
migation which the black scale is de- 
veloping or has developed. Mr. Wy- 
man used both the cyanofumer anc 
liquid gas throughout the season anc 
in checking up the results of the two 
methods in some of this so-called re 
sistant scale territory one is unable to 
flotnet any particular superiority of one 
method over tho other, especially so 
during the warm season. In orchards 
in which the scale is considered resis 
tant the results were frequently iiotec 
as poor with both methods. Further- 
more, one large orchard in this district 
fumigated with pots and very high 
dosage, gave results far below com- 
mercial requirements. Additional evi- 
dence has been supplied by Mr. Borden 
of the federal department of agricul- 


ture, who followed work done in several 
orchards last autumn with cyanofumer 
and liquid, and his determinations show- 
ed unsatisfactory results in every case 
with both methods, even where 100 and 
110 per cent dosages were used. It is 
well known that for control of the red 
scale at Corona fumigators speak in 
terms of 110, 125 and even higher per 
cent schedules, yet. Professor Quaylc 
has stated that the resistant black 
scale- at Charter Oak is even more resis- 
tant to cyanide gas than the red scale 
at Corona. Therefore, it would appear 
that the unsuccessful results against 
the black scale in eastern Los Angeles 
county are 'due to the type of insect 
being developedd there than to the sys- 
tem, of fumigation followed. As a pos- 
sible ray of encouragement to growers 
in that district let it be stated that for 
them fumigation is by no means tit the 
end of the rope, for experience to date 
with the outfit of gas tight tent being 
operated by the field department of the 
California Fruit Growers Exchange in 
the resistant red scale district of River- 
side county is encouraging, as will be 
shown by the report of Prof. Quayle. 


THE CYANOFUMER. 


The cyanofumer must be considered 


a step forward over pots with sodium 
cyanide, for the gas generation is al- 
most instantaneous. It is by no means 
a perfect machine but after due allow- 
ance is made for its principal weak- 
nesses, which are reported to be con- 
siderable, gas absorbtion by the acid 
water mixture in the lower drum when 
it cools too much, and occasional im- 
proper functioning of the spring valve 
which would short the dosage, the gen- 
eral results which followed the period 
of its widespread adoption appeared to 
je quite satisfactory. Evidence appears 
to show that fumigators who decide 
voluntarily, or are compelled by grower 
demand to return to former methods of 
generation, are likely to pass a more 
successful season and better please their 
growers with the cyanofumer than with 
pots. Furthermore, if fumigation con- 
:erns are compelled by grower demand 
;o use liquid, cyanofumer and pots, all 
hree, not only will the overhead be 
excessive, but so much confusion is like- 
y to arise and improper schedules be 
followed and slipshod methods creep in 
as to result in decreased efficiency and 
nferior results. In fact, it cannot but 
DC admitted that the managers and di- 
rectors of fumigation companies are 
justified in refusing to use more than 
;wo methods. 
DISADVANTAGES OF LIQUID GAS. 


Although the majority of those who 


closely observe the results of fumiga- 
iion appear to be agreed that liquid 
gas is equal, if not superior, to cyano- 
fumer or pots during warm weather, 
it must be frankly admitted that the 
application of this material has been 
far from the perfection desirable. The 
material has been of uniformly high 
grade, but the loss occasioned in its 
measuring in the orchard and in its 
change to gas beneath the tree not in- 
frequently has seriously impaired the 
results against the scale. Applicators 
in the field last year w«re. ftir from 
' 
• ' - • • • - 
errors were by 
In -factj- it was 
satisfactory'arid „ 
W means-infrequent, 
apparent to. me early in the season 
that the faultiness of applicators was 
a matter of serious concern that de- 
manded continuous and close attention 
to maintain high quality work, but such 
attention was too often not supplied. 
Both concerns that furnish liquid gas 
this year assure improvement in appli- 
cators over those of last season, one by 
improving the fittings and connections 
of the pump used last year, the other 
by introducing an entirely new applica 
tor. Our observations of the different 
applicators now used with the exchange 
gas tight tent outfit are that they wil 
all be reasonably accurate. There is a 
model applicator used by one fumigator 
)ut unfortunately not put out on the 
market, which has features seemingly 
superior to the types now available. 


Next to the accuracy of applicators 


:omes the atomization of the liquid 
beneath the tent. Where this hits the 
.eaves of the trees, cover crop, or other 
obstacle, a certain amount is condensed 
.nto liquid or ice. 
At warm tempera- 


rures\the loss is usually insufficient to 
seriously impair results, but at cold 
temperatures the loss not infrequently 
las been observed to materially reduce 
the efficiency of the dosage. This has 
appeared to me, from the first use of 
liquid gas, to be its greatest drawback. 
The careful use of liquid with accurate 
applicator during the warm months of 
the year appears to give quite satisfac- 
tory results. 
However, where fumiga- 


tion is done during the cold winter 
months the direct introduction of gas 
as by cyanofumer or vaporized liquid 
cannot fail to prove superior in the 
long run to the atomization process. 


With liquid gas as now applied the 


gas concentration and scale 
kill 
is 


greatest at the tree bottom. 
With 


some scales, as purple, this is a decided 
advantage, but with the other scales 
uniformity of distribution would be 
more desirable. 


The system which will ultimately be 


demanded by tho grower and fumiga- 
tor alike is one which most accurately 
and uniformly puts the required dos- 
age of cyanide gas beneath the tent. 
This can be most closely approximated 
by accurately measured liquid hydro- 
cyanic entirely changed to gas before 
entering the tent. Such, a system would 
dispose of the major disadvantage now 
checked up against the liquid and also 
include its .present advantage over the 
pots and cyanofumer. A step in this 
direction has been made by one of the 
liquid gas manufacturing concerns in 
the form of a light weight vaporizing 
machine. 
This machine is now being 


tested in the field but definite conclu- 
sions as to results against scale, prac- 
ticability of operation and durability, 
will be gained only with more extended 
experience. 


RESUME. 


None of the fumigation methods is 


perfect, but of the three now available, 
liquid, cyanofumer and pots, when all 
things are considered, liquid gas stands 
first, and pots with sodium cyanide last. 
However, during cold, damp weather 
liquid gas is not uniformly satisfactory 
when 
sprayed 
beneath 
the 
tent. 


Under such conditions superior results 
should follow changing the liquid to 
gas before entering the tent. If this 
is not done many fumigators believe the 
cyanofumer would be more effective 
during cold weather. 
The partial re- 


turn in some districts from liquid gas 
to cyonofumer or pots is certain to have 
a stimulating influence on the concerns 
manufacturing this liquid product, to 
perfect apparatus for accurate and com- 
plete conversion of their product to gas 
under 
all 
atmospheric 
conditions.

PEST CONTROL 


By E. R. HULBIRT 


The Saa Gabriel valley is celebrated

INTERESTING PROCESS. 


The process of manufacturing hydro- 


cyanic acid is interesting and unique. 
The whole story is a long one, but the 
energy of the sun, -which makes this 
semi-tropical climate anrl the productive 
orange orchards, is indirectly utilized 
to make cyanide, which is in turn used 
for the production of hydrocyanic acid. 
The sun vaporizes the water from the 
ocean, lakes and rivers, and this mois- 
ture falls again as rain and snow. The 
rain and snow make the streams. The 
small streams unite and 
grow 
into 


rivers, which sweep down their courses 
with enormous energy. 
One of these, 


the Niagara river, pours over a preci- 
pice to the stream bed more than a 
hundred and fifty feet below. A small 
part of the energy of this falling -water 
is transformed by power plants into 
electrical energy. By a series of chemi- 
cal reactions, brought about in electric 
furnaces, 
the 
atmospheric nitrogen, 


which has been separated by liquifica- 
tion of the air, is made to combine with 
other substances and cyanide is the re 
suit. Thus, the energy 
of 
Niagara 


which is merely a transformation o] 
solar energy, is utilized to extract and 
fir the nitrogen of the air, making the 
cyanide, and thence hydrocyanic acid. 
As the energy of the sun is utilized by 
the orange 'tree in producing growth 
and fruit, so indirectely is this same 
energy utilized by man in protecting 
the tree from its insect enemies, so 
that it may live and produce its fruit. 


TREATED WITH SULPHURIC. 
Hydrocyanic acid is manufactured 


from cyanide by treating the crude 
cyanide with sulphuric acid. The acid 
interacts with the cyanide, and as a 
result, hydrocyanic acid is evolved in 
the gaseous form. This is purified, and 
when pure it is a colorless, transparent 
liquid. 
It is, about three-fourths as 


water, is extremely volatile, and boils 
at about 80 d. F. Upon its volatility 
depends its usefulness in fumigation. 


As the production of cyanide from 


air nitrogen by the American Cyanide 
Company at Niagara Falls has marked 
a noted advance in the chemistry of 
the electric furnace, so the production 
of. hydrocyanic acid from this cyanide 
by the Owl Fumigating Corporation, 
has marked an epoch in the progress 
of .pest control of citrus trees. 


The San Gabriel valley is the logical 


location for this plant, which is so in- 
separably connected with the citrus in- 
dustry. At the same time, this modern 
industrial plant has proven to be no 
small attraction in its present location. 
Altogether, the location is a happy one, 
and we expect to see progress in the 
plant go hand in hand with progress 
and efficiency in the citrus industry of 
California.

BLACK SCALE PARASITE 


INJURIOUS TO HUMANS 


Eighteen million pedieuloidcs, insects 


bred to prey upon the black scale that 
infests citrus trees, have turned upon 
their breeders and are sending them to 
the- hospital, Now to discover a bug to 
prey upon the bug which preys upon 
humans as well as the scale. 


If is a serious matter to the state de- 


partment of agriculture, which fostered 
the "pod." County Horticultural Com- 
missioner Ryan, L. A. Armitage, ento- 
mologist; Dr. E. E. Clements of the ag- 
ricultural department of the Chamber 
of 
Commerce, and Ernest Braunton 


went to Santa Paula, where tho carnage 
waged by the wild pcdiculoides is tak- 
ing place. They found three men in the 
hospital and a dozen more badly infest- 
ed as a result of the "ped's" bites. 


You see, it's like this—black scale 


takes its toll of millions of dollars year- 
ly from the California citrus crop. Fum- 
igation only partially controls it. The 
gnat aphycus was imported from South 
Africa two years ago to control the 
scale and first tried out on the Limonie 
ranch, Santa Paula, with great success. 
Must Mister Aphycus and Monsieur 
Pediculoides, who "just came" from 
other fields, formed a partnership. They 
wiped out the scale on 750 acres in a 
short time. The scale gone, Monsier P. 
developed an alarming tendency to par- 
take of human flesh and blood. Two of 
the inseetories at Santa Paula have 
been closed on account of the terrific at- 
tack of the pediculoides, and, pending 
the recovery of the dozen men badly 
bitten, the work has been suspended. 
Now there is a frantic search for a 
pest to prey upon the pcdiculoides.

Frank P. Herbert, assistant entomo- 


logist for the Balfour, Guthrie com- 
pany, has just finished the supervision 
of the spraying of the L. B. Crawford 
grove, in Covina, and is supervising 
spraying with his company's materials 
of a portion of the Foothill company 
ranch in Azusa. 


The Balfour, Guthrie spray is the 


barium sulphate, triumph and glue pre- 
paration that has been in process of 
experimentation in the Tulare county 
groves, and which during the past six 
years has controlled the citricola scale 
and the red spider in that locality, ac- 
cording to statements of ranchers and 
companies in Tulare. 


Mr. Herbert said this week that the 


spray has been used with satisfactory 
results by the Stewart association in 
Redlands for several years, this concern 
effecting a good control of black scale. 


Work with this spray is to be carried 


on in the Covina valley this year in 
order to determine what it will do with 
:he particularly resistant scale of this 
Reality. All work will be personally 
supervised, Mr. Herbert says, and no 
extensive campaign of soiling will be 
carried on here unless it is demonstrat- 
ed that the spray will do the work. The 
Balfour, Guthrie company is a large En- 
glish and American concern with offi- 
ces at San Francisco, and the spray 
material is only one of a great number 
of enterprises which the firm partici- 
pates in. 


QUICK-WITTED WOMAN 
SAVES CASH IN SATE 


On April 15 of this year two robbei-s 


drove up to the First State bank of 
Aguilar, Las Animas county, Colorado, 
and with drawn guns held up the man- 
r.gor and Miss L. G. Valle, bookkeeper.

We Need To Stand Together. 


It is very vital that San Gabriol val- 


ley citizens as a unit work together in 
the future in all matters that affect 
progress. 


There is not a city or community in 


the valley but what will be benefited 
by appealing to other communities for 
aid in solving questions of public in 
terest. Fighting battles alone means 
divided forces and failure. 


A significant example is found in the 


attack mode upon Baldwin Park by 
the garbage interests. Baldwin Park is 
in a position to make a gallant fight 
for itself at all times, and has demon- 
strated that fact in the past, but it 
is made stronger in any fight when the 
neighboring communities join to protect 
that community from outrage. 


The board of supervisors of I.os An- 


geles county is not so much a board 
flint initiates measures of progress as 
't is a board thnt passes upon the ideas 
if others and either rejects or accepts 
those ideas. It is not the policy of such 
a board to initiate projects, but to make 
possible the carrying out of the projects 
when they are presented by the citizens 
of communities. It therefore is neces- 
sary to go before such a board with a 
solid front, not as a small community, 
but as a group of spiall communities, 
representing wider interests. It is in- 
evitable that such a course will result ! 
in better understandings and quicker 
action than in the ease where one com- 
munity attempts to go it alone. 


Therein lies the power of such an 


organisation as the associated chambers 
of commerce of the San Gabriel valley, 
or the similar organization in the San 
Fernando valley and in Orange county. 
But these organizations can be greatly 
strengthened and widened in power, and 
it should be done, so that civic organi- 
sations, city boards of trustees and wo- 
men *s organizations act in conjunction 
with. them. 


Rudolph Spreekles. one of the most 


intelligent, most enthusiastic and most 
effective 
of 
non-officeholding 
public 


men in the state, is constantly counsel- 
ing that single communities should not 
enter public fights for progress in the 
state, but that there shall be a combina- 
tion of communities, in order to make 
the primary units as large as possible 
in the beginning. He speaks of Los An- 
geles and San Francisco having identi- 
cal interests to protect, and that the 
two cities should work together in har- 
mony for the good of both. There is no 
gainsaying this fact, and what applies 
to the big cities applies with equal 
force to smaller communities. 


It is a fact that may be disputed, 


but is undoubtedly a fact, however, 
that Los Angeles city does not wish to 
injure the growth and prosperity of 
smaller cities in the Southland. In the 
matter of foisting garbage upon Bald- 
win Park or any other small community 
the big city acted with astonishing 
shortsightedness as relates to its own 
welfare. It would not have happened, 
iincl never could happen, if the smaller 
communities were constantly in touch 
with the loaders in the big city. The 
smaller communities can educate the 
big city to the necessity for protecting 
any part of Southern California from 
harm, -on the incontrovertible basis 
that what harms one part of this coun- 
try harms it all in the end. Public- 
Rpirited, intelligent leaders in Los An- 
geles city do not want to see any com- 
munity in Southern California made 
into n garbage-feeding hog-farm, be- 
cause such a blot cannot be hidden, no 
matter where it is put. In the same 
way a thousand questions that have to 
do with Southern California progress 


can be decided if there is cooperation 
enough to bring the fsc.ts to light. 


In the upper end of the San Gabriel 


valley we have problems that are prac- 
tically benefited. We should aim for 
even greater cooperation in the fruit 
business, maintaining separate organi- 
zations, but constantly in touch with 
each other for the good of all. We 
should work as a unit in the protection 
and conservation of our water and wa- 
ter rights, thinking in terms of the 
whole valley and not for one company 
or community. We should be broaden- 
ing our school systems fast enough to 
take care of the great growth in the 
needs of educational equipment, and 
should have a vision of the entire valley 
as it will be twenty years from now 
instead of practicing a hand-to-mouth 
policy which will keep us ever a few 
steps behind the school needs. 


New road plans should be in progress 


of formation right now, that should be 
participated in by all the towns in the 
east end of the valley. We need out- 
lets and inlets that are not as yet built. 
We must prepare for the future, or the 
needs of the future will overtake us 
and perhaps result in our being thrown 
into the back waters by more progres- 
sive and more united communities. Pre- 
laration for the future is the basis of 
growth in men or women or .communi- 
ties. When asked why he was reading 
by the light of a pine torch as he float- 
ed down river on a raft of logs, Abra- 
ham Lincoln said: 


"I am going to study and prepare, 


and maybe my time will come."

on Conditions of Soil 


The problems of soils are the most 


important problems of the nation today. 


The 
successful solution of 
these 


problems means food, clothing, and the 
iiivossities of existence for the people. 


The problems call for knowledge and 


training as great as the problems of 
business and a science—in fact, farming 
is today both a business and a science, 
to which the best minds of the country 
are devoting attention.

Scoop the flirt away, and lay bare the 
runts which you know are are life of 
the plant above. 


Do your work carefully, and think 


as you go, for there before you lie the 
big facts which are the key to all suc- 
cessful fanning. 


ARTERIES OF THE TREE. 


The ground is fairly alive with the 


tangle of lacy roots reaching for many 
feet in every direction. The root sys- 
tem is the one must intricate and won- 
derful thing on the farm. Yet, how 
many of us ever take the trouble to un- 
earth it, and stud}- it at first hand. 


You need not be a scientist to know 


that it is these roots reaching out 
through the soil that enable the tree to 
live. The thing you are interested in 
is. ihat through its roots the tree ab- 
sorbs plant food; takes out of the soil 
the elements it requires for growth.

feels that feeding garbage to hogs is 
unfair competition with the legitimate 
swine grower.

With residents of Mississippi valley 


wallowing in 100-degrec weather and 
Sunday-school picnics flourishing like 
toadstools after a warm spring rain, 
Southern California is breaking all rec- 
ords in the distribution of that time- 
honored and dependable old thirst- 
qunecher—lemonade. 


"Lemo, lerno!" Liked by the rich 


Even approved by those who 
can't drink it as strong as two and 
three-quarters and won't let anybody 
else do it! 
The great national hot- 


weather drink is now having its inning. 
During June the Southland shipped 
more carloads of lemons than in any 
previous Juno since the industry was 
established. 


During June the supply distributed 


by California growers and foreign im- 
porters, says a statement issued recent- 
ly, amounted to 990,000 boxes, of which 
the Southland furnished 907,000 boxes. 
During the four years prior to 1921 
California sold an average of 765,000 
boxes of lemons in June. 


The week ending July 2 registered 


the sale of 579 carloads of California 
lemons. Last year the sales the same 
week were 292 cars, and for four years 
prior to this year the average for the 
same week was 245 cars. During the 
first week in July California lemon 
sales ran nearly 100 carloads a day. 


San Dinias has been one of the larg- 


est factors in supplying these lemons.— 
San Dimas Press.

Passing successfully the crisis of de- 


flation, the 423 banks and their .193 
branches in California are now on an 
upward trend of business, according to 
the first public statement issued by 
Jonathan S. Wodge, new superinenden't 
of banks. Before his recent selection 
by Governor Stephens as bank superin- 
tendent Mr. Dodge was chairman of 
the Los Angeles county board of super- 
visors. 


Although the last fiscal year was one 


of hazard to business, during the last 
()3 days, according to Superintendent 
Dodge, the banks of California increas- 
ed their assets $25,000,000. bringing 
their combined assets to $1.500.000,000'. 
The normal relationship between loans 
and discounts on the one hand and de- 
posits on the other, he reports, has been 
strikingly restored. While loans have 
increased *13.000,000, deposits have in 
the same ptriod increased $29,000,000. 


California savings banks, now fourth 


in the United States in assets, are, ac- 
cording to Superintendent Dodge's re- 
port, rapidly climbing to third place. 
Their assets are now more than $1,000,- 
000,000, with deposits of $900,000,000,- 
the savings of 1,593,000 Californians. 
In 63 days their savings were increased 
$17,000,000. 
'' The people of California,'' concludes 
the report, "may accept the situation 
with, an optimism that is based on 'the 
reality of attainment. Our banks are 
meeting every obligation and justifying 
every demand made upon them.''

Thompson grove on the road between 
Porterville and Strathmore, through the 
liberal use of fertilizer, is attracting 
attention in Tulare county. In May, 
1920, the grove was in poor condition, 
no fertilizer having been applied for 
three years. The trees were 13 years 
old and had not been plowed for many 
years if at all, according to the Porter- 
ville Messenger. As an experiment, 14 
rows of valencias and grapefruit were 
liberally fertilized just before irrigation 
in June, 1920. Irrigation followed ev- 
ery five weeks through the season. The 
trees responded immediately and the 
contrast between the 14 rows and the 
balance of the orchard was so great 
that the same treatment has since been 
applied to the entire orchard.

Ranchers Preference Shown 


in Fumigation Questionaire 


What is considered to be the clearest 


expression of the desires of the rancher 
as to fumigation methods and materials 
for the coming season is found in the 
returns from a questionable sent out 
by the Covina Valley Fumigating Com- 
pany, a non-profit sharing association 
formed from the stockholders of the 
Charter 6ak Citrus Association, the 
Covina 
Orange Growers Association 


and the J. M. BUey Fruit Company. 


In an interview with the Argus, 


President Charles E. Paige and Man- 
ager J. B. La Follette stated that up 
until July 22, returns on a questionaire 
sent out show the following prefer- 
ences for materials: 


Use of pots, 205 acres. 
Use of cyanofumer, 348 acres. 
Use of liquid gas, 10 acres. 
Combination of liquid gas and cyano- 


fumer, 156 acres. 


Left to discretion of association, 212 


acres. 


The returns received are upon 1,000 


acres out of 1,900. The company direc- 
tors "believe that the ratio will remain 
about the same when all returns from 
-ranchers have been made, as they have 
found that the general trend in the 
association is toward the use of pots 
and cyanofumer as against the use of 
liquid gas. 


The requests for a combination of 


liquid gas and cyanofumer is explained 
by Manager La Follette and Mr. Paige 
as being a method where the liquid gas 
is requested when the temperature is 
thought to be too hot for the use of 
the cyanofumer, and the use of _ the 
cyanofumer on cold nights vhen it is 
said that liquid gas is low in tfficieney. 
In the questionaire sent out tho fumi- 
gating company makes the following 
opening statement: 


"Due to poor results obtained from 


fumigation with liquid gas in this dis- 
trict during the past few years, it 
seems best to return to the use of solid 
sodium cyanide for at least a part of 
the work this season." 


The qucstionaire also states: 
?'Pot fumigation has given good re- 


sults in the past when potassium'cyan- 
ide was available. Now costs a little 
more than other methods because it is 
alower, takes more help, 
harder on 


tents. 
Used with sodium cyanide its 


advantages over the cyanofumer are 
doubtful. 
The cyanofumer averages of 


.past performances is good. Has all the 
advantages of the pot- method and is 
quicker, cheaper, easier on tents, and 
gives a quicker-acting gas than pots. 


"Liquid gas results in- this district 


have varied from good to poor. It is 
quicker, cleaner, a. little cheaper, no 
residue, easier on tents and trees than 
the pots and fumer, and permits work 
-under higher temperatures." 


EQUIPPED THEEE WAYS. 


The Coviua Valley Fumigating Com- 


pany, whose warehouse and - office is 
in the old Savoy packinghouse near 
Charter Oak, is equipped to take care 
of the fumigating for their members 
in any of this giwe ways that may be 
•elected. It is a fact that, included 
in the majority that will use. the pot 


system and the cyanofumer, are many 
of the directors of the association, who 
frankly say they believe they will get 
better results than with the use of 
liquid gas. 


The discussion of the use of liquid 


gas in this district seems to place its 
success and failures on the human ele- 
ment. While there is some disposition 
to state that the liquid gas itself has 
been poor in quality at times, and that 
its quality is variable at all times, the 
biggest indictment placed against its 
use is that the method lends itself more 
readily to poor application, or even 
dishonest application. 
One prominent 


director of this association says that 
his grove last year showed a decided 
streak directly down the center, where 
it was evident that the liquid gas did 
not do the work satisfactorily, or in 
other words, was almost a complete 
failure, while the orchard on both sides 
of the streak received a just fair kill 
from the liquid. 
That something hap- 


pened to prevent the applicator from 
getting the proper dose in this streak 
that showed up so poorly is the deduc- 
tion of this rancher, and he says that 
the chances for poor application are so 
much greater when liquid gas is used 
it is justifiable to return to a method 
that is not subject to such accident 
and variation. 


That a large number of ranchers feel 


as this director feels is shown by the 
figu fes returned on the questionaires. 
As a result the pot system will- be used 
extensively in the Covina, Irwindale 
and Charter Oak districts, 
and 
the 


cyanofumer will be used to such a 
large extent that already these cyano- 
fumers are being shipped into the dis- 
trict in quantities from the middle part 
of the state, and are also being taken 
from storage where they have been 
largely relegated during the use of 
liquid gas on a large scale. In other 
words, the cyanofumer is to make its 
reappearance 
after 
several 
seasons 


when the largest percentage of acreage 
in this locality has been fumigated, 
with liquid gas. 
] 


It is felt that it is certain the liquid 


gas method has lent itself more readily 
to variation in application. 
While the 


material itself may have contributed 
to this variation, it is pointed out that 
any workman who wished to do a poor 
job had every opportunity to do so 
when using a liquid gas applicator. 
It 


is also stated that liquid material in- 
tended for a certain grove has in some 
cases been entirely 
misappropriated. 


The drums or the contents of the ap- 
plicator have been dishonestly appro- 
priated, it is stated. What is consider- 
ed to be the biggest indictment, how- 
ever, is that workmen have been very 
indifferent in some instances, and have 
purposely failed to give the tree the 
proper "shot" with the liquid appli- 
cator. 


ASK VISUAL EVIDENCE. 


Banchers say that when the pots are 


used it is almost impossible to misap- 
propriate the solid cyanide, because if 
(it is not burned under the tree it must 
be taken from the grove outright, and 


an outright theft of material 
is 
a I 


serious and dangerous business for the 
members of a fumigating gang to par- 
ticipate in. 
While residue from pots 


and cyanofumers is a problem that has 
caused some concern in the past, ranch- 
ers^ say they would rather see this 
residue at each tree, 
constituting 
a 


visual evidence that the tree has been 
fumigated, than to be left completely 
in the dark as to whether the tree had 
been fumigated at all or not, as is the 
case with the application of liquid gas. 


PEBFECTING MACHINES. 


Oil the other hand the concerns that 


are supplying liquid gas are making 
the statement that machines for the 
ipplying of the gas, have been more 
highly perfected than before, and that 
this year will probably see a machine 
in operation that is more nearly fool- 
proof, ignorance-proof and dishonesty- 
proof. The liquid gas making company^ 
in this valley is stating that such a 
machine will be available, and the large 
Los Angeles concern that supplies solid 
cyanide and liquid cyanide according 
to the desires of the rancher, is also 
making the announcement that a gasi- 
fying machine is about ready for use 
which will put the gas under the tree 
in a condition more equalized and 
standardized, and in a chemical condi- 
tion tending to bring about a surer and 
swifter kill of scale. It seems certain, 
that both the makers of liquid gas 
and the makers of both liquid gas and 
solid cyanide are doing everything in 
the power of science and invention to 
aid the rancher in getting the best re- 
sults. It remains only for the rancher 
to determine for himself just what 
method is the most practicable at this 
time, weighing all conditions locally, 
the history of fumigating of recent 
years, and the possibility and probabil- 
ity of getting a good fumigation. There 
is but one idea in the mind of the 
rancher, "and that is to get the highest 
percentage of kill possible for the least 
expenditure.
